ORIGINS OF INHABITANTS. 


~ PRE-HISTORIC DWELLERS. 


. At the Royal Institution, London 
recently Mr. R: Campbell Thompson 
lectured on the origins of the 
Mesepatamian “inhabitants. The 
lecturer began with a -brief des- 
ctiption of the geological events 
which had Ied to the'formations in 
the Near East of the present day, 
and continued with a_ discussion 
of Sergi’s Mediterranean race, 
of. which the Hamites formed. 
part. Physically and “‘lingnisti- 
cally, it would seem that a Proto- 
Hamite section of this Mediter- 
ranean race’ was the: forernoner of 
the Semitic péoples, who must have 
migrated at a very early time into 
Arabia;the Arab is as near akin .to 
the predynastic Egyptian in physique 
‘ag his enguage is to ancient Egyptian. 
Here from the cauldron of Arabia the 
Semites were to bubble over periodi- 
cally, spreading northwards, and grad- 
ually. splitting into the five main 
Semitic divisions. © : 

Approximately ‘coeval with the 
Eastern movement, came’a Western 
migration from Central Asia. Pum- 
pelly’s explorations at Anau, 300 
miles east ‘of the Caspian, show that 
a.very primitive people dwelt there 
several thousands of years BC., 
who were capable’ of: producing 
a. remarkable pottery ornament- 
ed with geometric designs. - This 
distinctive pottery is_ found at 
many sites in sthe Near, East, 
notably at Sasa (about. 4,000 B.C), 
ang as far west as Anatolia, ands 
far south as Palestine and as the ex- 
cavations conducted by the lecturer 
at. Frida, in Mesopotamia, show, 
even in Southern Babylonia before 
Sumerian occupation. That is to 
say, a prehistori¢ people from or 
wig Anau spread-bver Western Asia 
about the fifth millennium BC 
Many points’ seem to indicate that 
these were the Armenoid race’ so 
long admitted to have existed in these 
‘parts, which had come probably from 
the Pamiys. These. Armencids met 
the Semites in Palestine of North 
Arabia and by fusion gave the 
Northern Semites their bushy beards, 
in place of the small Hamitic beards, 

Again came another’ migration. 
from the East, Sumerians, who appear 
to have been linguistically allied to 
the Uigursand Turks: and after 
their advent the’ prehistoric people 
(Armenoids?) begin «to: die out. 
Bat although this prehistoric ‘folk 
was ousted: by’ the Sumerians 
(whose pottery, by the way is quite 
distinct .from the “geometric” 
‘class), the latter “were only to hald 
sway for a limited period, they 
themselves going down . before the 


Akkadian Semites in the -> third|. 
millennium, who: probably invaded, 


Babylonia down, the rivers after 
having left their Arabian home, 
going viaPalestine or Syria, rather 
than. directly into the Tigris- 
Euphrates delta from Arabia. 


' SIGNS OF-MIRAL | 
COLLAPSE. 


.“ All about us lie the signs of 
moral collapse,” says the Common- 
wealth.

the same through tbe chang- 
ing years, therefore wisdom lies in 
sparing -that nature the avoidable 
consequences of its ‘grosser deeds. 
“That isthe popular mind. That 
js the tone-of nearly all public dis- 
cussions upon venereal disease,. or 
unmarried. mothers, or the- vast| 
spread” amongst the - young of 
knowledge about the means for. the 
prevention of conception. Even 
‘good. and thovghtful and clean 
living men’ aré caught- up in this 
most pessimistic and profoundiy, un- 
Christian outlook. It is the temper 
that would make the best of a situa- 
tion that exists, rather than re- 
Pudiate the entire and false necessi- 
tarian philosophy upon which the 
situation actually’ bases itself. Ic is 
a temper, too, full of attractiveness 
‘or us becausé it is apparenily so 
intensely practical and worlily wise. 
Yet‘at root it is. art acknowledgment 
that whilst men are’men, and women 
‘are women, Iust must needs. arise, 
and when and where it arises-should 
be. so-erdered and regulated anj 
protected fromi itself that its more 
dangerous infections shall be-at .a 
minimum," 0: ;

HUSBAND.” 


JEALOUS WIFE'S CONFESSION.

“Why I murdered my husband” 
was the subject of one of the most 
remarkable confessions ever made to 
acoroner’s jury. This was on May|— 
8, when an inquest was held on the 
body of Henry C. Fredericks, one of 
the richest manufacturers “of the 
town of Elgin, Illinois. :
